A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 1 1 , 1 . 1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner and Mr. Dalai discussed the pertinent section of the 
reference (Chen: column 8, lines 1-20) as it pertains to the "reverse from play order" limitation. In particular, the 
Examiner noted that since Chen discloses decoding but not displaying pictures immediately after an entry point 
position after a channel acquistion operation. Further, this special displaying order is processed through the refresh 
depth of the sequence of pictures, but since it is a first pass (Chen: column 8, lines 10-15), the Examiner understood 
this to mean that the non-displayed post-entry point pictures are displayed after the decoded/displayed pictures of the 
new stream after the refresh depth of the new channel stream, which would be a reverse play order display. Mr. Dalai 
agreed to further scrutinize the Chen refernence in light of the Examiner's explanation and submit remarks/arguments 
to the contrary in after final response. Mr. Dalai further noted that the Chen reference has a common assignee with the 
application of the instant invention, to which the Examiner noted that the 35 USC 102(e) rejection of claims 1-6 could 
be overcome with a showing under to 37 CFR 1.131-1.132. 
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
